Bernstein, who wrote "The 


Search for Bridey Murphy" nine 
years ago, said his new book 
will prove that Bridey was not 
a hoax and will supply new evi- 
dence for his contention that 
man's consciousness 
survives 


death.

Bernstein's long preoccupa- 


tion with Bridey began in 1952 
when a friend, Mrs. Hugh B. 
Tighe, agreed at a party to let 
him hypnotize her. Bernstein 
had been experimenting with 
hypnosis for 10 years before 
that. 


While in deep hypnosis, Mrs. 


Tighe began describing in de- 
tail episodes in the life of Bri- 
dey Kathleen Murphy, including 
that she was born in Cork in 
1789 and died in Belfast in 1964. 
As she lay as though in sleep 
and talked, Mrs. Tighe's speech 
and mannerisms were those of 
an Irish girl of little education. 


Bernstein wrote his book on 


the basis of this and later ses- 
sions with Mrs. Tighe, who ap- 
peared in. the book as "Ruth 
Simmons." He said the book 
was published in 30 countries 
with 205,000 hard-cover copies 
and 775,000 paperbacks. It war. 
made into a movie. 


Mrs. Tighe, who lives now in 


a Denver suburb with her hus- 
band and three daughters, made 
it clear she would just as soon 
forget all about Bridey Murphy. 


She said she's had nothing to 


do with hypnosis since the ex- 
periments with Bernstein during 
which, armed with a tape re- 
corder, he hypnotized her six to 
eight times over a period of 11 
months. Each time Mrs. Tighe 
assumed the role of Bridey 
Murphy. 


Bernstein said his new book 
will be a counterattack at all 
levels—the hoax matter, the so- 
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called scientific 
psychiatrists."

Weapons Orbit 
Pact Gets Full 
UN Approval

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
A resolution outlawing the or- 
biting of nuclear weapons in 
o u t e r space was approved 
unanimously today by the Gen- 
eral Assembly's, main political 
committee. 


The proposal — sponsored by 


the United States, the Soviet 
Union and 15 other countries— 
now goes to the Ill-nation as- 
sembly itself where approval is 
expected Thursday. 


While the U.N. action is not 


legally binding, it is regarded 
as a moral obligation since the 
United States and lite Soviet 
U n i o n drafted the plan and 
voted for it. 


Actually it is in the form of an 


appeal to all countries to re- 
frain from placing in orbit ob- 
jects carrying nuclear weapons 
or any w e a p o n s of mass 
destruction, or from installing 
such weapons in outer space in 
any manner.

Close Vote 
in Korean 
Election 


SEOUL, Korea (AP) - A 


spokesman of ex-president Yun 
Po-sun's Civil Rule party vir- 
tually conceded election of mili- 
tary strongman Gen. Chung Hee 
Park as president today. 


Yun himself went into hiding 


Tuesday after the balloting. 


The party's spokesman, Kim 


Yung-sam, said in an informal 
statement: "We a p o l o g i z e 
to the people who fought to the 
end despite various Dad laws 
and other obstacles in this elec- 
tion." 


M e a n w h i l e , a spokesman 
of Park's Democratic Republic 
party issued a brief statement 
saying: "The presidential elec- 
tion battle is over. We all 
should let bygones be bygones 
and be united in our work at 
building the Third Republic." 
While neither party made any 
flat statement of concession or 
victory, unofficial counts gave 
Park nearly a 100,000-vote lead. 


Tabulations by South Korea's 


government-run 
radio network 


gave Park 4,471,300 votes to 4,- 
379,108 for Yun. 
But votes for three minor anti- 
government candidates totaled 
780,201, demonstrating that a 
majority of South Korea's vot- 
ers oppose Park's 
military- 


dominated regime. 


In earlier returns, the lead 


shifted back and forth between 
Park and Yun. 


Yun, 67, candidate of the Civil 


Rule party and slashing critic 
of Park's military regime, went 
into hiding as the ballots were 
counted. He obviously 
feared 


Park's military backers would 
arrest him. 


It seemed apparent that the 


final tabulation would not end 
the fierce struggle between the 
military leaders who have ruled 
Korea for 29 months and the 
civilian politicians they dis- 
placed in the May 16,1961, coup. 


The losing side was sure to 


think the winner had not re- 
ceived sufficient mandate to 
rule unchallenged. 


The race was close from the 


time the vote counting began 
Tuesday. No one appeared more 
surprised than Yun's supporters. 


Many had thought Park, 46, 


would easily win a four-year 
term and go on to form a gov- 
ernment-oriented national 
as- 


sembly in elections Nov. 26. 


Park went into the election 


against the advice of advisers 
who counseled a crackdown on 
the civilian opposition. He ap 
peared to have hopes of a land- 
slide victory endorsing his rec- 
ord 
as chief of the military 


junta. 


The election showed that Park 


had lost much of the popular 
support he had when he seized 
power. 


Russia Stops 
Second Convoy 
to Berlin 


BERLIN (AP) - A British 


military convoy held on the 
B e r l i n Autobahn by the Rus- 
sians today moved westward, a 
British spokesman announced.

WASHINGTON (AP)-A pres- 


idential committee set up to act 
against racial discrimination in 
the armed services is shaping its 
final report and National Guard 
sources say they expect the 
guard to be "raked over the 
coals." 


There are reports — denied by 


committee officials — that the 
group may recommend with- 
holding funds from any state 
which refuses to end segregation 
in its guard units. 


If this happens, the much - 


buffeted President's Committee 
on Equal Opportunity in the 
Armed Forces likely will suffer 
new •hammering from Southern 
members of Congress and Dixie 
governors. 


The guard is segregated in 


most of the states of the old Con- 
federacy. 


The presidential committee, 


headed' by Washington lawyer 
Gerhard A. Gesell, submitted'an 
initial report June 13 recom- 
mending many measures 
to 


eliminate discrimination against 
Negro 
servicemen 
in areas 


around military bases. 


The seven-man committee told 


Kennedy bias in the reserve 
and National Guard had been 
under intensive study. It" prom- 
ised th'at a follow-up report on 
this problem would be 'com- 
pleted soon.

presidential committee denied 
the group had been pointing 
toward Sept. 1. He said the 
members hoped to have the re- 
port ready by the end of the 
year. 


This official said the commit- 


tee had not reached a consen- 
;siis. This could indicate a split 
on how severely to deal with the 
guard in the final recommenda 
lions. 


In its June 13 recommenda- 


tions covering the regular serv- 
ices the committee called for 
m-ich more stringent measures 
than Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S. McNamara finally or 
dered. 


Among other things, McNam- 


ara rejected a proposal that if 
all efforts at persuasion should 
fail the services should consider 
closing bases "near commun- 
ities 
where discrimination 
is 


particularly prevalent." 


Nonetheless, McNamara has 


drawn heavy fire from Southern 
senators and House members 
for actions taken to carry out 
an equal opportunity program he 
ordered July 26 after consider- 
ing the Gesell report. 


State governors are jealous of 


their rights and prerogatives in 
controlling the National Guard 
within their states. The De 
tense Department recognizes the 
guard as "an organization of 
volunteers under the command 
of the respective governors."

Record high temperatures have 
been set in scores of cities in 
the first half of October, with

period in Miami, Fla. Thunder- 
showers also fell on many other 
parts of Florida. 


Hundreds of fjres have burned 


thousands, of acres of forestland 
in more than a dozen states. 
New York state's vast and valu- 
able forestlands appeared hard- 
est hit. But fires also spread 
across other areas in the North- 
east, including Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts,. Vermont

Storm Into

ALGIERS (AP) —Thousands 


of A l g e r i a n s streamed into 
army barracks today in answer 
to President Ahmed Ben Bella's 
general mobilization decree to 
meet the threat of war with Mo- 
rocco. 


The mobilization decree was 


i s s u e d Tuesday night after 
more fighting in the disputed 
o u t p o s t s after two days of 
bloody skirmishes. 


Ben Bella ordered all former 


soldiers — estimated to total 30,- 
000 — to report for army serv- 
ice. jAt the same time efforts 
continued to negotiate a settle- 
ment of the dispute. 


Those who answered the mob- 


iliation call included numerous 
young volunteers carried away 
by the officially whipped-«p war 
fever. Many were clearly too 
y o u n g ever to have fought 
against the French. 


Algerian s o u r c e s said Ben 


Bella's call to arms was an- 
swered "with spontaneous en- 
t h u s i a s m." Several thou- 
sand men reported at the form- 
er F r e n c h Orleans barracks 
in Algiers. 


Despite 
the 
atmosphere of 


crisis, it seemed unlikely that 
the governments would allow 
the dispute ,to degenerate into 
war. 


Mohammed Yazid. former Al- 


g e r i;a n information minister, 
snd Slimane Hoffman, an aide 
of Defense Minister Col. Houari 
Boumedienne, flew back to Al- 
giers Tuesday night after a day 
of talks in Marrakech with King 
Hassan II of Morocco and oth- 
er Moroccan leaders. 


The two emissaries immedi- 


ately went into conference with 
Ben Bella. They took off again 
at dawn to resume their talks 
in Marrakech. 


There was no official word on 


the negotiations, but informed 
sources said little real progress 
had been made.

Suicide Stirs 
Viet Nam's

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP)-An 


ailing woman burned herself to 
death in a Saigon apartment 
over the weekend and a man 
attempted to commit suicide by 
fire in a public market but was 
stopped by police, official sour- 
ces reported today. 


Police said the woman's sui- 


cide apparently had no politi- 
cal motive. She was identified 
as Truong Thi Dieu, about 60, 
a former school teacher. They 
said she had been in poor 
health. Earlier, police said she 
had made previous attempts at 
suicide. 


Police sources said a man

tried to set fire to his gasoline- 
soaked clothing Sunday at the 
An pong market in the Chinese 
section of Saigon.

Angered by the secret deal, 


U.S. officials said emphatically 
there was no food shortage in 
South Korea and none could be 
expected this year. They noted 
the United States only recently 
gave South Korea 1.1 million 
tons of grain. 


The grain purchase and its 


disclosure just before the elec- 
tion was regarded as an at- 
tempt by the military govern- 
ment to assert its independence 
of the United States, whose fi- 
nancial help keeps the country 
alive.
